Sierra Leone: In Makeni, members of the Revolutionary United Front ( RUF ) 
kidnapped 16 members of the United Nations Assistance Mission in Sierra Leone 
(UN AMS I L), according to press reports. The militants surrounded the Makeni 
disarmament and mobilization center, demanding the return of 10 fighters who had 
turned in weapons. After UN troops refused, the militants fired into the air, killing 
five UN soldiers and seizing one UN military observer. Three other observers and 
soldiers were kidnapped when they tried to negotiate their colleagues’ release. On 
28 May, all hostages were freed unharmed 

Sierra Leone: In Kailahun, RUF members kidnapped 27 members of the 
UNAMSIL peacekeeping for ce, accordin g to press reports . On 28 May, all hos- 
tages were released unharmed 

Sierra Leone: In Magburaka, unidentified militants kidnapped five Kenyan 
soldiers from the UNAMSIL peacekeeping force, according to press re ports . 
RUF militants are probably responsible. On 10 May, the hostages escaped 

Angola: Armed militants attacked a World Food Program humanitarian convoy 
carrying foodstuffs for war victims, killing one person, wounding one other, and 
setting the trucks on fire in Luanda . T he National Union for the Total Indepen- 
dence of Angola is probably responsible 

Sierra Leone: RUF militants kidnapped 300 UNAMSIL peacekeepers through- 
out the co untry, accor ding to press reports . On 28 May, all hostages were released 
unharmed. 


Pakistan: A bomb exploded near the Jamaat-E-Islami headquarters in Mansura, 
injuring two persons in a nearb y residence, according to press reports . No one 
claimed responsibility. 

Malaysia: In Kampong Pulau Tiga, press accounts reported armed militants kid- 
napped 21 persons — two French, three Germans, two South Africans, two Finns, 
two Filipinos, one Lebanese, and nine Mnln^ sians. The militants are probably 
members of the Abu Sayyaf Group 

India: In Srinagar, a bomb exploded, killing one civilian and wounding four 
police officers and one civilian at a police checkpoint, according to press reports . 
No one claimed responsibility. 

India: In Srinagar, militants threw a grenade at a security patrol but hit a 
bus stop, inju ring two civilians, according to press reports . No one claimed 
responsibility.

France: In Pomic, according press accounts, unidentified individuals bombed a 
McDonald’s restaurant, causing minor dam age but no in juries , On 30 April, the 
Breton Liberation Army claimed responsibility 


Colombia: In Cali, National Liberation Army rebels 

kidnapped a Mexican citizen, demanding $5 million ransom . On 16 April, police 
arrested three kidnappers and freed the hostage unharmed 

Colombia: In Canito, according to press reports, unidentified individuals kid- 
napped an Australian missionary and three Colombians . The Colombian hos- 
tages were released unharmed several hours later. No one claimed responsibility. 


Iran: In Kermanshah, a bomb exploded in the cultural/sports centre injuring two 
civ ilians, acc ording to press reports. The Mujahedin-e Khalq claimed responsibil- 
ity!^
